nected with the kidnapping and murder of Robert Franks, to 
which crime the defendants have pleaded guilty. The attorney 
ridiculed the defense’s attempt to secure mitigation of punish­ 
ment by the testimony of mental experts.

In his classification talk before the 
Bryan Rotary Club on last Wednes­ 
day. Hon. Law Henderson stated, by

school advantages, 
etc.
